Labour. In the Mayday issues of Lansbury's Labour 
Weekly and Sunday Worker appeared special articles 
on Esperanto.

The Huddersfield Conference of the Women’s 
Sections of the Labour Party will discuss an amendment 
recommending the use of Esperanto in the Women's 
Labour International. A class at Peterborough under 

the W.C.L.C. begins on June 6th. 

Pacifism. An excellent article by Mr. J. Merchant 
on “Esperanto and World Peace” appears in June No 
More War. 

Radio. Commencing 26 April, every Monday at 7.35, 
the Station WHK in Cleveland, Ohio (273 metres), will 
broadcast an Esperanto lesson. The course will last 30 
weeks 

Vegetarian. The Sixth International Vegetarian 
Congress was held in London, 26—30 May, 1926. Not 
many foreign delegates attended, but among them were 
some of international reputation. 

The day before the Congress opened, the Esperantist 
Vegetarian Society invited all delegates to a Social. An 
excellent programme of song and speech was provided, 
and reflected great credit on Miss Langelaan and the 
other organisers. Mr. Butler, speaking as President of 
the International Vegetarian Esperantist League, pointed 
out the advantages which Esperanto offered to the veget¬ 
arian movement, especially as auneans of propagating 
ideas, and in congresses. Mr. J. Hough, the Secretary 
of the Manchester Vegetarian Society, reminded those 
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present that Esperanto was already officially recognised 
by the Congress, and always would be. 

The Evening News, 26th May, reported of the Veget¬ 
arian Congress, that “eloquent but rather unintelligible 
replies were made in halting English bv delegates from 
Sweden and Holland.” Dr. Ibarra, who is a fluent 
Spanish Esperantist, unfortunately gave an address in 
broken English, which also was mainly lost. When the 
Congress Members take the little trouble required to 
learn Esperanto and use it, there will be no more halting 
and unintelligible speeches, and it can become really 
international and representative.
